Rev. T. W. PinKerton's Resigna- 


tion Not Accepted—Will 


He Remain? 


The fourteen members of tLe official 


board of the Christian church held im 
important meeting last night. 
It was to 


take action on the resignation of the 
paetor, liev. T. W. Pinkerton, who has 
been m charge of the church eight years 
and a few Sundays ago surprised the 
congregation by tendering his resigna- 
tion to take effect September 1st. The 
announcement was received with general 
regret, and last night the official hoard 
adopted resolutions expressive of the 
confidence of the church in the pastor 
and declining to accept the resignation] 
Hev. Pinkerton is asked to remain at the 
former salary, 81500. In the Christian 
church 
government the matter rests 


wholly with the church and the pastor, 
and now the church is anxiously awaiting 
the decision of the pastor, who will 
doubtless make hia final decision in a 
few days. 


The church hns W)0 members, and it 


has flourished steadily since liev. I'mlcer- 
ton took charge eight years ago. He is 
generally recognized as one of the ablest 
ministers in Decatnr, anil his retirement 
would be a serions loss to the church and 
the community in \\hich he has hosts of 
personal friends.
